At  a period  anterior  to  eitherof  the  circum- 
stances mentioned  in  your  leiters,  the  United 
States  had  stiffered  great  injury  by  the  unlaw- 
lul  selaiire  and  condemnation  of  their  vessels 
in  the  ports  of  Spain.  A treaty,  providing  an 
indemnity  for  th-ise  spoliallnus,  was  agreed  to 
and  signed  by  a Mlni-ter  duly  autliorized  by 
each  giiverniiienl,  but  its  ratification,  though 
negociated  and  concluded  in  the  presence  of 
the  Si'-anish  government,  was  afterwards  de- 
clined by  it.  .At  an  anlei  inr  period,  too,  the 
deposit  at  New  Orleans,  stipulated  by  the 
treaty  of  1795,  was  siippi  esaed.  As  the  United 
Stales  bad  done  no  injury  to  Spain,  those  acts, 
so  hostile  in  their  iia'ure,  and  injurious  in 
their  effects,  excited  much  surprize.  It  had 
been  Ihe  uniform  object  of  this  government  to 
make  such  arran(»enieiits  with  Spain,  respect- 
ing the  free  navigation  of  the  Mississippi,  and 
Ihe  fv.iindaries,  as,  securing  to  our  citizens, 
the  full  enjoyment  of  their  rights,  would  place 
the  peace  and  friendship  of  tlie  two  countries 
on  a snlid  and  durable  basis.

ken into  consideration.  Mr.  Daniel  nio- 
ved  to  strike  out  four  hundred  from  the 
salary  of  governor.  It  carried  in  the  af- 
firmative. Motions  were  then  made  by 
different  members  to  insert  smaller  sums 
than  four  hundred,  in  lieu  of  that  struck 
out — which  wei-e  all  negatived  ; so  the 
salary  was  left  at  g2000.  .Messrs.  Hughes. 
South,  Emmerson,  See.  took  the  most 
conspicuo'js  part  in  opposition  to  the  sa- 


lary of  82,400 — Messrs.  Rot'.an,  Mills, 
Blackburn,  See.  weic  conspicuous  in  fa- 
vor of  it.  'I'hey  stated  that  the  expenses 
of  the  present  govereiir,  incurred  in  con- 
sequence of  his  residence  at  Frankfort, 
exceeded  his  salai-y  glOOO,  according  to 
his  own  calcul  tiion.  Consequenlh , the 
salary  of  £2000  will  be  insufficient  to 
maintain  the  next  governor,  w ho  may  have 
a family,  by  two  or  three  hundred  dollars. 
I'he  slate  at  the  same  time  has  a sui  pliis 
of  forty  ihonsand  dollars,  deposited  in 
the  bank  of  Kentucky,  on  which  that  in- 
stiulion  is  making  fO  per  cent  or  four 
tliuusand  dollars  annually.

To  the  University  Biil,  Mr.  Mills  of- 
fered an  amendment  to  make  the  govern- 
or and  judges  of  ihc  supreme  court  lius- 
tecs  fx  officio,  which  passed  in  the  alfir- 
niative.  Mr.  lianison  offered  an  en- 
grossed rider,  to  remove  the  institution 
to  U.mvillc.  The  yeas  atid  nays  being 
taken,  il  passed  in  the  negative,  35  to  37. 
Mr.  Rowan  tlien  movod  to  refer  tlu  bill 
to  the  select  committee  to  whom  the  pe- 
tition of  .Mr.  Bishop  was  referred.  Con- 
.siderable  de'  ate  took  place  on  this  mo- 
tion ; the  friends  of  committing  reiii  ra- 
ted again  and  again  the  old  cry  of  hear  ! 

, hear  I hear  the  trustees,  before  you  con- 
demn them.  And  they  were  told  again 
that  the  trustees  had  been  amply  heard  ; 
that  no  evidence  or  informa-ion  but  that 
furnished  by  the  majoiity  of  the  board, 
had  come  before  the  conimittee  ol  the 
house:  that  ih&y  were  not  ar-aignedas 
' criminals,  but  that  the  question  was  one 
'of  policy,  as  to  a reform  of  the  institution  ; 
and  that  the  object  ot  the  motion  w-as  to 
defeat  the  bill  by  delay.  Rowan  and  Em- 
inerson  spoke  in  favor  of  it,  and  F,  John- 
son and  Mills  against  it.  Mr.  Bi  au- 
cliamp  moved  to  lay  the  bill  on  the  table 
till  morning,  that  the  report  of  the  rom- 
iniltee  on  Bishop’s  p tition  might  hi- 
heard  before  the  vote  was  taken — .Messrs 
Beaucbanip,  Emmerson  and  Rowan,  ad- 
vocated the  motion:  and  Mesars.  lilack- 
- bum,  Payne  and  F Johnson,  opposed  it. 

. The  latter  expressed  his  uslunisliment  at 
'the  pertinacity  with  which  the  trustees 
j had  clung  to  theii  olfces — they  held  the 
University  in  mist  for  the  public,  and 
when  the  public  voice  and  a great  majori- 
ty of  the  legislature  had  detiared  that  the 
■people  were  dissatisfied  with  the  manner 
I in  which  they  had  dischaiged  tliai  trust, 
he  was  asto-iished  at  the  indelicacy  of 
feeling  which  could  still  so  tetuciously 
■cling  to  the  institution,  and  make  such  ef 
I forts  by  themselves  and  their  friends  lo 
r':tain  their  places.  It  was  shewn  that 
theie  was  no  matnial  connexion  between 
the  case  of  Mr.  Bishop,  and  the  bill  res- 
pecting the  trustees.  Both  the  ni  itions 
lo  commit  and  to  postpone  were  hen  ne- 
gatived. 

The  question  on  the  passage  of  the  hill 
recurred — Mr.  Rowan  in.itle  a si>eech  a- 
gaiiist  it,  which  was  nnconinioiily  feeble, 
as  to  argument,  and  incorrect  as  to  mat- 
ters of  fact.  When  he  sat  dowi-,  Mr. 
South  called  for  the  previous  question,  as 
it  was  now  vciy  late  in  the  evening — He 
again  withdrew  it,  lopeniiii  Mi.

rider  was  neglected,  and  tlie  yeas  and  nays 
being  taken  on  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
it  carried  in  the  affirmative,  47  '.o  17  ; the 
names  will  he  given  hereafter. 

On  Thursday  Frioay  and  Saluvday, 
the  legislature  was  chiefly  empbyed  in 
reading  and  passing  a great  many  bills 
without  much  discussion.  A list  of  them 
will  be  given  in  of.,-  next,  together  with 
some  account  of  th.4;  progress  of  the  most 
important,  tI’.ro,agh  the  legislature.  In 
the  senate,  a considerable  portion  of 
Thursday  and  Friday  was  spent  in  the 
tnaf  of  Uiol.  Philip  White,  on  a charge  of 
contempt  and  breach  of  privilege,  in 
I having  Ti’rirrcri,  not  published,  a hand  bill, 
’an-aigning  certain  membeis  of  that  body 
for  official  niisconduct.  A history  of  the 
trial  will  be  given  in  oiir  nt  xt  : and  we 
shall  not  fail  lo  animadvert  on  the  desfij- 
th  fio-wer  iivurpcd  by  the  senate  in  this 
case,  by  which  they  would  completely 
pros’iate  the  liberty  of  speech  anti  of  the. 
press  in  this  commonwealth.  We  shall 
let  them  know,  that  we  at  least  are  not 
yet  iTilimidaled,  nor  ready  lo  succumb  to 
this  monstrous  usui  pation.  We  are  not 
yet  afraid,  in  this  free  country,  “ to  stare 
power  in  the  face,  and  bid  defiance  lo  its 
usurped  privileges  and  aihiirary  deci- 
sions. Even  a Hasten  Senate,  on  a late 
occasion,  shrunk  from  the  exercise  of 
such  power  as  this.  As  the  disciples  of 
a press  constilufionaliy  free,  we  will  prac- 
tically assert  onr  right,  to  “ examine  the 
proceedings  of  the  legislature  or  an) 
branch  of  the  government,’’  until  /ihysi- 
cal poioer,  shall  put  us  down.
